We aren’t at all pleased with that 
little shack, nor the pile of coal, nor several 
other things that detract from the appear- 
ance of the city. We tolerate it because it’s 
easier to leave it alone than try to get it 
moved, same as you do. We all know it 
looks bad, and many of us comment on it 
from time to time but make very little ef- 
fort to do anything about it. Care and ap- 
pearance of the courthouse is usually left 
to the county officials. They probably don’t 
intend to mar the looks of the square but 
with a lot of other things on their minds, 
they find it easier to dump coal on the 
square than provide a suitable place for it. 

This attitude isn’t helping Elba. We have 
the potentialities for a beautiful square, 
but we aren’t making use of them; ignor- 
ing them has become a habit. We have 
talked to several candidates in the coming 
election and each one has been very specific 
about his plans for improving roads and 
bridges in the county, but not one has men- 
tioned that he intended to do anything 
about the condition the court house and 
yards are in. It can’t be that these men 
don’t realize the building and grounds are 
a poor reflection on Coffee County. It’s 
just that we squawk about roads and we 
don’t squawk about this pile of coal. 

Every day candidates are out soliciting

votes. The winners among these candidates 
doubtless will try in times ahead to carry 
out the desires of the people who elect 
them to office.

HIGHLIGHTS: 


The Amphitheater in Gads- 
den was begun in 1934 as a 
work relief project. It was com- 
pleted in 1936. The Amphi- 
theater is built entirely 
native sandstone from Lookout 
Mountain. The work was done 
by unskilled laborers who got 
stone-mason training on the 
job. The structure follows the 
plan of the ancient Greek thea- 
ter of Dionysius and seats 1,700 
people. 


In 1809 a Creek Indian Chief, 
Occechemolta, got permission 
from the government to estab- 
lish a town at the falls of the 
Warrior River. The town was 
named Tuskoloosa, meaning 
Black Warrior; it stood on the 


present site of today’s Tusca- 
loosa. For several years the 
settlement thrived under the 


guidance of George S. Gaines, 
U. S. Agent in the Creek terri- 
tory. However when the Indians 
revolted against the whites in 
1813, American troops under 
General John Coffee captured 
and burned the town. Davy 
Crockett, a frontier scout who 
later found fame in the Battle 
of the Alamo, was with General 
Coffee. When Crockett wrote 
his autobiography in 1834, he 
said that the town ,‘was wiped|< 
from the face of the earth.” 


The invention of the Chero- 
kee Indian alphabet by the 
half-breed Sequoyah marked 
him as a “man of evil” in his

During a dramatic trial for 
witchcraft in 1821 before the 
Cherokee chiefs, Sequoyah and 
his six year-old daughter, who 
was his first pupil, sent mess- 
ages to each other by means of 
his alphabet.

Speak Before Large 


Crowd Here Thursday

Governor “Big Jim” Folsom 
and Phillip J. Hamm, candidate 
for United States Senator, put 
on a “double feature” rally in 
Biba Thursday afternoon, Both 
of these “Elba Boys” spoke to 
an audience that packed the 
circuit court room and  over- 


flowed to the hall outside, 

The Elba School band opened 
the rally by playing three num- 
bers, followed by the famous 
“Strawberry Pickers.” The musi- 
cal program got the big crowd 
in good humor and eager to 
hear what these Elba boys had 


to say. 

Governor Folsom recalled his 
last public appearance here 
when de was campaigning 
against the ‘self-starter’ a- 


mendment and declared that he 
had not expected to have to 
come back in less than a year 


“but international affairs have 
worsened,” he said. 

“Every governor,’ he con- 
tinued, “has three duties: to 


recommend policies to the legis- 
lature; to set the policies for
